THe Wisconsin Jobber and Retailer makes a good 
point in its satirization of some of the senseless edito- 
rials appearing in the Milwaukee papers in regard to 
the Fall Buyers’ excursion recently promoted by the 
jobbers of that city. One of these dailies recently criti- 
cised these excursions on the ground that the retail 
merchants of the Cream City had not been benefited 
thereby. It seems strange that a paper could take such 
a view as this, when it is considered that these excur- 
sions were designed for -retail merchants and not for 
the general public. 








A GERMAN employer was lately condemned to pay 
one of his workmen the full amount of his life insur- 
ance, owing to his having failed to affix the proper 
stamps to such employees’ card, whereby the employee 
lost all claim to his regular premium on becoming un- 
fit for work. Stamps can be affixed monthly, but em- 
ployers should be very careful to see that the proper 
stamps are used, otherwise they become liable to prose- 
cution. This also holds good for persons employed 
temporarily or even for days, such as private teachers 
coming under the law, household servants and wash- 
erwomen.

Price important decision in regard to the al- 

Maintenance. leged violation of an injunction secured 

in 1902 against the National Retail 

Druggists’ Association. It appears that a druggist lo- 

cated on the West Side of Chicago, listed outside of 

the association fold complained because he was unable 

to secure supplies from wholesale druggists. As a re- 
sult he brought suit, and secured the injunction. 

For violating this injunction the National Retail 
Druggists’ Association were compelled to pay a fine 
of $2,000 and the secretary of the association was also 
fined $500. 

Simultaneously with this case, a case comes from 
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England, where a firm purchasing rubber pads, which 
they agreed to sell at a certain price and sold at a 
much lower price, were held to be free from reprisals 
on the part of the selling firm. 

At first blush, these two cases may seem to have 
put an end to this very desirable mercantile reform, 
as merchants are a decidedly !aw-abiding class and 
will, of course, hesitate at any measure of doubtful 
legality. As a matter of equity, there can be no ques- 
tion of the rights of merchants’ associations to estab- 
lish prices under certain conditions and under reason- 
able linnts, but the utmost care must be exercised in 
regard to the punitive features of these consolidations. 

It is the right of every merchant as an individual to 
either enter or stay out of such a combination, whose 
purpose is the betterment of trade conditions; as un- 
der our laws you can no more compel a man to finan- 
cially better himself than you can compel him to mor- 
ally or physically help himself, although it must be 
granted that all three are in the interests of society at 
large. 

There is but little doubt but that if the vast bulk of 
any given retail trade in any given locality and the 
manufacturers and the jobbers desire price mainten- 
ance, such can be secured either by the inauguration 
of a system of agencies, each dealer handling a system 
of goods acting as the agent for the manufacturer and 
agreeing to maintain his wishes as regards price, his 
profit being taken out in the shape of a commission. 
Again, laws could be passed, which, while furnishing 
no loophole for criminal or predatory trusts, could at 
the same time give merchants the right to organize— 
with certain wise and necessary restrictions—some 
such system of price maintenance as that which the 
drug trade have tried with marked success until it was 
found to be legally defective.

This, we 
presume, is to be used as an argument in favor of Re- 
publican prosperity and as proof that, under the Ding- 
ley tariff, our manufactures have grown until we ex- 
port more manufactured goods than we do the prod- 
ucts of our farms. These figures are so extraordinary 
that they will justify a little closer investigation into 
our foreign trade for the last three months. . As a re- 
sult of that investigation, we are afraid that no very 
strong argument can be deduced of great prosperity, 
at least as prosperity is measured by one of its fac- 
tors, our export trade. It is stated that in the seven 
months ending with July, 1904, the exports of manu- 
factured goods were almost $41,000,000 heavier than 
the exports of manufactures in the same period of the

The same statement is true of July, while 
June was lighter, measured by exports, than any June 
in five years with but a single exception. July, in fact, 
made the poorest showing in exports of any month 
since August of 1898. Therefore, in all comparisons 
in which the export trade of the last three months 
is a factor, it must be borne in mind that those months 
showed very great declines from the records estab- 
lished in the previous five years. 

The total exports for May, June and July, 1904, 
amounted to about $268,000,000, which is far below 
the figures for these months in 1900 and 1901 and is 
over $36,000,000 lower than the average for the previ- 
ous five years. In the two closing months of 1903, 
November and December, the exports were $67,000,- 
000 more than in the three months of May, June and 
1904. The first 


showed figures of less than $90,000,000, and not a 


July of and last of these months 
single month in the calendar or fiscal years of Igo0o0 
or 1901 reported exports of less than $100,000,000. 
The reason, therefore, why the exports of manufac- 
tures have passed the exports of agricultural products 
in the last quarter of a year is not only because the 
former have grown, but also because the latter have 
declined. When the increase in the exports of manu- 
factures is used as a proof that our country is enjoy- 
ing great general prosperity, that argument is more 
than offset by the fact that in this same period our 
total exports have materially decreased. 

It is probable that with the gradual growth of our 
pepulation and of our manufacturing industries our 
people will in time consume almost all of our agricul- 
tural products. That time is not yet at hand, nor do 
we expect it for many years, but it may come in the 
end. Nor will it show that our farmers are in any 
way less prosperous because they can market their 
product at home instead of sending it abroad. Prior 
to 1904 the banner vear for agricultural exports was 
I9OI, as 1900 was the banner year for exports of do- 
mestic manufactures. In the year 1903 our domestic 
exports were divided as follows: Agriculture, 62.7 
per cent; manufactures, 29.28 per cent; mining, 2.8 
per cent; forests, 4.16 per cent; fisheries, .56 per cent, 
and miscellaneous .46 per cent. In only one year, 
1900, did our exports of manufactures equal half of 
our exports of agricultural products, nor will the cur- 


rent fiscal year, of which we so far have the figures for

but a single month, show exports of manufactures 
anything like as heavy as our sales of agricultural 
products. We have not yet seen the figures in detail 
for the fiscal year that closed on the 30th of June last. 
We believe, however, that those figures show agricul- 
tural exports amounting to less than 60 per cent of our 
total exports, which is the first time that such a low 
per cent has been scored, although the percentage of 
exports of domestic manufactures last year was not 
as great as in the year 1900. In all questious of ex- 
ports and imports there are so many factors to be 
taken into consideration that it is easy to draw errone- 


ous deductions from the government reports, particu- 
larly when only a portion of them are considered.

I was talking the other day to a retail hardware 
merchant who said that he believed the rise of the 
catalogue houses was largely due to the fact that the 
retail trade had largely neglected making appeals to 
the desire of people for bargains. “There is a grocer 
in our town,” he continued, “who has been making all 
kinds of money by offering a different kind of bargain 
every day. Coldly considered, most of these bargains 
are ridiculous but they draw trade at a small cost 
and give him a great and largely undeserved reputa- 
tion for cheapness. For instance, the other day when 
all the grocers in town were paying a cent apiece for 
cucumbers and were selling them three for five cents, 
this grocer contracted for a large lot, and filled his 
entire front window with them, while a large placard 
stated that they were being sold eleven for five cents, 
but not more than twenty-two would be sold to a cus- 
tomer. Of course this grocer lost money on his cu- 
cumber sale, as he sold an enormous lot of cucumbers 
at a dead loss for each sale. But, almost every lady 
in that section of town who was out buying groceries 
visited his store and when there naturally made other 
purchases besides cucumbers. 

“The catalogue houses and department stores work 
this same idea and work it into the ground. They 
make a few leaders which they offer at very low prices 
and give the impression that they sell other goods at 
equally desirable prices. There is no patent on this 
system of trade getting and it is a wonder to me more 
hardware dealers do not take it up.”

A city salesman for one of the loca! jobbing houses 
when asked lately how he found business in Chicago, 
jocularly replied: ‘While some branches of hard- 
ware are comparatively quiet, there is a tremendous 
demand for nails. You see so many strikers are loai- 
ing around home with nothing else to do, so they go to 
the hardware store and buy nails. for repairing hen 
coop roofs, loose fence boards, wabbly clapboarding 


and defective sidewalks.”

First—Don’t write orders on sheet which contains 
request for prices, or that pertains to other matters. 

Second—Don’t try to get too much on one line. 
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Third—Don’t take it for granted that we can read 
hieroglyphics. 

Fourth—Don’t use soft pencil on postals or order 
blocks where carbon sheet is used (it blurs). 

Fifth—Don’t return goods without attaching tags 
to show from whom they come. 

Sixth—Don’t forget to sign order. 

We write these suggestions because we are ambi- 
tious to give you the best service possible. It is our 
constant endeavor to do everything we can think of to 
make our relations with you such that you will give us 


the minimum of kicks and the maximum of praise.”

DIAMOND SLACK BURNER. 





The accompanying cut shows a sectional view of 
the Diamond slack burner, manufactured by the Dia-

This is burn- 
ing with an 
up draft from 
the grate to 
the four flues, 
one at each 
corner of the 
“= stove, rnarked 
Diamond Slack Burner. “TL.” The 
magazine “C” and “B” is now filled with slack coal 
from the top of the stove through the funnel “F,” the 
sliding cover “E” having been swung to one side. 
“The coal that fills that part of the magazine marked 
“B” rests on the fire in “A” and the gas is roasted out 
of it, making it into coke. “B” is therefore a coking 
chamber. The gas which is roasted out of the coal in 
“B” must pass down through the fire in “A,” as it has 
no other means of escape—the top of “C” being closed 
by “E.” This gas has therefore a downward direc- 
tion into “A” until it starts up the flues “D” on its 
way to the chimney. Unless some air were admitted 
into “B” the coal would coke into a hard lump that 
would, stick to the sides of the coking chamber, and the 
gas would not be burned, for it must be mixed with 
air for combustion. Unless the gas were burned it 
would make smoke, just as a lamp will smoke when 
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it does not get enough air for complete combustion. 
You will notice that the lining of “B” is made very 
heavy, that there is an air space “G” all around the 
outside of it—air being admitted to this space through 
the slide register seen above the poker door and under 
the panel on the full cut—and that there are numerous 
small holes through thé heavy linings connecting “B” 
and “G.” The air which is heated by radiation in 
the space “G” strikes through these holes, mixes with 
the gas that is being driven out of the coal, and the 
mixture is burned as it passes through the fire in 
“A.” A second result that this air produces is that it 
burns the coke away from the sides of the coking 
chamber all arourgl the outside of the body of coke 
and therefore as the coke fire in “A” burns down it 
is replenished by the coke made in “B.” Therefore 
after the stove is Well started and its conditions are 
established we have a coke fire in “A,” we are com- 
pletely consuming the gas that is in the coal and using 
it to good advantage, and we are all the time making 


coke to keep up the fire in the fire pot.”

SHOULD PREPARE BEFOREHAND. 


lhe Blank Hardware Co., Worcester, Mass., write: 

“The catalogue house question is not at the present time 
an issue in New England as Chicago is so far away and the 
rates of freight are so high from Chicago to New England 
points that we have no difficulty whatever in meeting the 
prices made by the Chicago catalogue houses. It is a ques- 
tion however on which the New England hardware trade will 
do well to give their thoughtful consideration as it is probably 
inevitable that in the near future, houses of a similar charac- 
ter will be established in New York and Boston, in which case 
the New England hardware dealer will be decidedly up 
against it. It appears that western hardware dealers are ob- 
taining concessions from manufacturers and jobbers which 
enable them to” combat this growing trade evil, and it is a 
good policy for the New England hardware trade to think. this 
matter over, so that they will be in position when the first 
sprout of catalogue house competition raises its head above 
the ground to kill it off before it grows to a size to be a 
menace to legitimate trade.”

THOROUGHLY STUDIES THE MARKETS. 


W. E. Street, Seneca, Mo., writes: 
COMPARES PRICES. 


In regard to meeting catalogue house competition and 
my method of selling goods as cheap with the small expense 
of transportation added, will here state first, I take the best 
trade paper that I can secure. I make it my first duty to 
thoroughly study the markets. I also secure all the catalogues 
from all the department stores. Now, I look them through 
and compare prices. Here is where the catalogue houses 
come in good play. Now then I keep a want book. I set 
down what goods I expect to purchase, and catalogue prices 
also. 

PAYS CASH. 


Now, then, I pay spot cash for everything I purchase 
and discount all my bills, and when my hardware man comes 
around who has sold me goods for many years, I have my 
bill made out on a mail order blank belonging to a catalogue 
house and laying on my desk. Now, I am very careful what 
I set down. I call the hardware man’s attention to how cheap 
I can get goods from such a house; he will tell me that he 
can sell goods just as cheap as they can, and he does. Now, 
then, why can’t the jobber protect us always? Then I think 
the catalogue houses would not flourish so much as they do. 
I will admit that I have been compelled to go without goods 
that I could not compete with the racket stores. Here I 
have a shop in connection with my store. I make all my own 
pipe, roof caps, well buckets, drip pans and many other 
small articles, that I sell as low or as cheap as any catalogue 
house. I save all the scraps of tin and make every kind of 
cake cutter that can be made, and 1 can sell them at Ic each. 
I also make, line and paint ice chests, and put a division in 
same; shelf also; and the size runs as follows: 30x34x24, 
outside measurement; also, 36x36x28; and retail them here at 
Seneca at $8 and $10.50. I seil tire bolts that sell in Chicago 
for 4c per dozen. I get 5c in Seneca, Mo. I have bought and 
will have iron planers that come from a good house in St. 
Louis, Mo., that I can sell as cheap as listed in a catalogue 
house and make money. : 


KEEPS HIS STOCK IN GOOD SHAPE. 

I do all kinds of work and am not afraid of work either. 
I keep my stock up in good shape and in good order; never 
have any rusty goods use the shelf boxes, and have been 
told by many hardware men that I keep the neatest and 
cleanest store they know of. I own all my property; never 
rented a day, nor paid a day’s rent. My son clerks for me 
and I pay him every Saturday evening. 

BELIEVES FAULT LIES WITH JOBBER. 

I never borrowed a dollar or went on anyone’s note. 
Furthermore, never will. Never was sick in my life. I close 
my business at 8 o’clock of evenings. Do not sell goods on 
Sunday. I profess to be a Christian. Fully believe that 
all the fault lies with the jobber. He could protect the re- 
tailer in everything. Do less talking and settle down to 
business and act at once, then you will see the difference.

“Reader,” Des Moines, Ia., writes: 

HAVE CONFIDENCE IN THEIR BUSINESS ABILITY. 

“A word or two on the question of meeting catalogue 
house competition. We do not take the pessimistic view of 
this matter that many retailers do as we have confidence in 
our business ability, and believe that we can meet any kind 
of competition in some manner or another, although of course 
we mean to be able to select the right method of combatting 
it at first. We have been through competition of cut-throat 
retailers of racket stores, of lumber yards that sold hardware 
on the side to sell their lumber, of grange stores and various 
other kinds of co-operative stores, of steel range peddlers, 
all of which threatened at one time or another to make serious 
inroads into our profits, if not to drive us entirely out of 
business; but during the 32 years that we have been in busi- 
ness in this and other places, my partner and myself have 
kept stiff upper lips and have done plenty of thinking as to 
the means to check off these various business annoyances, and 
we have been successful in weathering every storm which has 
so far burst on our business career. 

DO A GOOD BUSINESS. 

We have been doing a good business the past few 
years in spite of the fact that every day crates of 
goods from Chicago catalogue houses are dumped at 
our depot. We carry a very carefully assorted line 
of goods, pay cash for same, securing the lowest cash dis- 
counts, try to keep in stock all goods that are liable to be 
called for, ask only a reasonable margin of profit, keep our 
goods and our store in good order and the latter well lighted, 
use the best advertising that we are able to write in our local 
papers ; keep our show windows decorated and in as good or- 
der as possible, changing the goods in same as often as we 
can, treat everyone who comes in, be he rich or poor, young 
or old, crabbed or courteous, with as much politeness as we 
can and with absolute fairness. 

BUY CAREFULLY. 

We also try to buy as carefully as we can from both 
manufacturer and jobber, also some special lines from general 
merchandise houses, and we are not averse to taking in a good 
bankrupt stock when we get wind of one. Some of our 
goods we get good profit on, and some we only get a fair 
profit on, but as I said before, we have been in business 30 
years and we expect to continue in business. The catalogue 
house may die out, and it may have come to stay. In either 
case we intend to sell hardware in this town.”

The stack shows a method of in- 
direct work which should endure as long as the boiler.

SOLDERING WITH A BLOWPIPE. 





Tinners very often use the blowpipe in doing small 
soldering jobs, etc., and some experience great diffi- 
culty in holding their work or in keeping the blowpipe 
steady and in the right portion of the flame to pro- 
duce good work. I did, and therefore hope my meth- 
od may be of use to some who read this. I first 
made some bellows; Figs. 1, 2 and 4 will explain how 
I made them. Take two pieces of wood ™% inch thick, 
each 8 by 10 inches; in top bore two holes, one at A 
one inch in diameter and one at B one-half inch in 
diameter. At B glue a circular tapering block of 
wood with a %-inch hole through the center. Into 
this hole drive firmly a small piece of brass tube, the 
inside measure of which should be % inch. On the 
other side of board at A (Fig. 1) fix the clapper to 
the bellows D (Fig. 2), which is a piece of thin wood 
about 2 inches square with a piece of soft leather 
glued on the side next the board. Another piece of 
leather C serves as a hinge; and a string E, fastened 
one end to the clapper and the other on the board, 
serves to keep the clapper from dropping down too

far. Should any tinner not understand the making 
of bellows it is perhaps necessary to say that there 
must be a little drop on the clapper, as it is desirable 
to have it shut immediately after the pressure is put 
on. Two spiral springs are then fastened at G to 
keep the bellows always open. A string of leather is 
nailed.across the ends of the two boards at F for a 
hinge, and another piece of leather shaped like Fig. 4 
tacked around the edges, closing everything in. The 
tacks should be driven close together and the leather 
drawn tight. Sheepskin is a good leather to use, or 
if the tinner cannot spend the time to make them he 
can, of course, use an ordinary pair. Now, on the 
bench where your work is fastened a piece of wood 
shaped like D (Fig. 3); the shape of this block de 
pends on the style of blowpipe you use, and any tin- 
ner will at once see what he needs. 

The blowpipe B is then fastened on the incline or 
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slant by two wire staples, and is connected with the 
outlet of the bellows at B (Fig. 2) by a small rubber 
tube, when it is complete. If the bellows are made 
light and the clapper adjusted properly a fierce heat 
can be kept up. Once you get this fixed up you 
would not be without it on any account. It is always 
ready for use and comes in handy for all sorts of odd 
jobs.

CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 

The local situation is without material change. The 
wide publication two weeks ago of reports regarding 
the disruption of all pools has brought about a spirit 
of cautiousness in buying. Orders have been for 
small lots in most instances. The total tonnage, how- 
ever, compares favorably with that of the previous 
week. There is a strong disposition to buy for imme- 
diate needs only. It is expected, however, that the 
coming few weeks will bring a renewed disposition 
to lay in heavily for what promises to be a good fall 
trade. 

There is perhaps a slight cause for apprehension in 
the increased output of the furnaces. It has not 
reached the aggregate tonnage of consumption as vet, 
but promises to reach that mark in the very near 
future. Keen critics of the iron trade, however, pre- 
dict a heavy demand against old contracts for the next 
three months. Stocks in yards are not of stupendous 
proportions. One local agent reports that in the last 
thirty days, the yard stock of his firm has fallen off 
6,000 tons. Besides this falling off, the daily output 
of the furnace was taken care of. Reports such as 
these are numerous and indicate that the situation has 
shown a general improvement. 

Southern irons continue their weekly increase of 
strength. None is quoting at less than $9.50, Birming- 
ham, for No. 2. It is fair to predict a further rise in 
the course of the next two weeks. The strong market 
is not warranted by the demand for these irons, but 
there is a general uncertainty as regards the outcome 
of the Southern coal miners’ strike. This factor must 
be dealt with in analyzing the Southern situation. 
Stocks in Southern yards are rather low. This fact in 
the face of a possibly strong future demand has raised 
Southern irons to their present unnatural level. 

Northern irons are selling more freely, but are not 
so firm as a week ago. No. 2 is selling at from $13.25 
to $13.50, Chicago. In spite of a certain wavering 
exhibited by sellers of local irons, most prognosticators 
predict a steady improvement and a sentiment grow- 
ing healthier from day to day for the next three 
months. Malleable iron was in good demand during 
the week under review. One consumer made inquiries 
for lots aggregating 15,000 tons. 

Prices and demand for foundry coke continue 
strong. The production is now equal to consumption. 
Standard 72-hour Connellsville is firm at from $2 to 
$2.10 at ovens. Southern brands are selling at from

RAILS AND TRACK SUPPLIES. 

A slight improvement in demand has been noted. 
The first steel rails to be made on the resumption of 
operations in the “Soo” steel plant were turned out 
last week. The company has received a contract for 
about 40,000 tons of rails to be used in relaving the 
Intercolonial tracks. It is said that European mills are 
offering rails at $28, f. o. b. ship, duty paid, to com-

pete with American products. We quote heavy sec- 
tions, mill shipments, as follows: 500 tons and over, 
$28; less than 500 tons to carload lots, $30; less than 
carload lots, $32; second quality rails, $27; light rails, 
$22 to $24; track supplies, f. o. b. Joliet mill, angle 
bars, 1.35c; spikes, first quality, 1.65c to 1.75c; track 
bolts, 312x3%, with square nuts, 2.20c to 2.30c per 100 
lbs.; with hexagon nuts, 2.35c to 2.45¢c.

CHICAGO HARDWARE SCRAPS. 
With the exception of pessimistic views concerning 
the scarcity of the wheat crop, favorable reports con- 
tinue to come in from all over the country. The South 
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is supposed to be especially prosperous. Good feeling 
in that part of the country will react favorably on any 
clouded horizons which may appear in other sections 
of the country. 

The largest producer of wire and wire goods has re- 
opened several of its branches. Other very large 
plants in the :ron and steel refining lines are to begin 
operations in*the near future. Stocks in these lines 
are said to be at a very low ebb. 

The high prices quoted on grains at the present time 
are due in part to the Russian-Japanese war, and 
should not be attributed entirely to speculative move- 
ments. The war will counteract probably any depres- 
sive reaction which would naturally follow the unex- 
ampled prosperity enjoyed in 1902 and 1903. It is 
believed that farmers will not only be able to buy such 
necessary goods as time and change will necessitate, 
but that they will see their way clear to help the retail 
men by indulging in comforts apart from the hand-to- 
mouth schedule. 

Prices are practically stationary. Wire goods, as 
poultry netting, fencing and kindred staples, have 
declined in value with wire nails. Wire nails are not 
held in the high esteem which manufacturers could 
wish for. Dealers are either well stocked or are await- 
ing a further reduction. The comparatively cold weath- 
er of the iast fortnight has brought many orders to 
jobbers for fall and cold weather goods. Stove trim- 
mings and furnace appliances are moving freely. A 
further reduction has been made in heavy hammers 
and sledges, though jobbers have not as yet responded. 
The sale of strictly winter goods, such as snow shov- 
els, sleds, skates, etc., has not opened as yet. It is ex- 
pected that there will be a heavy run on these goods, 
as the long and severe winter just passed greatly de- 
pleted retail stocks. 

Several large contracts for building hardware to be 
used in local structures were iet last week. In all, the 
aggregate value may be placed as approximating $20,- 
ooc. Builders’ hardware is selling very well and nu- 
merous contracts are being let. This is true not only 
for large buildings, but also for small affairs. The 
prospects are that the closing quarter of the present 
year will witness a more successful season in this line 
than has been the case for many years.
